Scene: Aragon, Aix-la-Chapelle, Saragossa. 
Period :- 1519; 


ACT I. Scene 1. A mountain retreat, Ernani’s camp. 


(Ernani, in love with Elvira, betrothed to de Silva, plans ao abduct her) 

Scene 2. Donna Elvira's apartments. 

The King tries to persuade her to fly with him. Ernani enters, recognising the King, 
who recognises him he has outlawed, and they defy each other restrained by de Silva. 


ACT II. Hall of de Silva's mansion. 


Ernani, as a pilgrim to frustrate the marriage, pretends he is in danger and de Silva 
recognising him promises protection while under his roof. The King arriving 
requires Ernani's arrest but de Silva's promise prevails and Elvira is taken by the 
King as a hostage. On his leaving de Silva releases Ernani claiming his life forfeit, 
but they agree first to rescue Elvira, after which Ernani will kill himself at the sound 
of de Silva's horn. 


ACT III. Charlemagne's Tomb at Aix-la-Chappelle. 


Don Carlos, overhearing a conspiracy against him is enraged, but when Ernani 
declares himself as a nobleman who has been wronged, the King relents and bestows 
Elvira s hand on him. 


ACT IV. Ernani's Castle, Don Juan of Aragon. 


Restored to rank, Ernani is married to Elvira when a hunting horn is heard. de Silva 
enters and presenting a dagger to him, Ernani fulfils his pledge and stabs himself to 
the heart.
